Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Santi. Note, delivery pipe (8) of Santi being a continuous curving pipe including a 
first curving section and a second curving section with an outlet at the free end of the 
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secohd curving section. Thus, the features of the instantly rejected claims are 
structurally met by the reference to Santi.
